immediate consent for related peace 
agreements b inding the United States 
to consideration of aid to Israel and 
Egy pt. 
The committee was u nder pressu re 
from Senate leaders to act qu ickly so 
the Senate wou ld not hav e to postpone 
nex t week’s Colu mb u s Day recess.

technician issu e b y last Friday . The 
Hou se International Relations Com­ 
mittee has approv ed the stationing of 
the civ ilian technicians, clearing the 
way for a fu ll Hou se v ote later this 
week. 
Both Israel and Egy pt sou ght the u se 
of American civ ilians to monitor the 


Sinai peace as conditions of their 
signing the interim accord. 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., 
today q u estioned the v alidity of 
“ex ecu tiv e agreements" in which the 
administration promised aid to Israel 
and Egy pt as part of the Sinai accord. 
He su ggested the committee ap­

“good faith statements of present 
intentions" b y the administration. 
He said that some of the assu rances 
of U.S. su pport in the ev ent Israel’s 
secu rity is threatened “may b e con­ 
stru ed as commitments to engage 
United States forces in hostilities."

MANILA, The Philippines (AP) — A 
y ou ng, 
heav ily 
arm ed 
Filipino 
griev ing ov er the kidnaping of his 4- 
y ear-old dau ghter hijacked a jetliner 
today and demanded to b e flown to 
Lib y a, b u t gav e u p at Manila airport 
after nearly nine hou rs withou t firing a 
shot, au thorities said. 
The man, identified as Camilo 
Morales, ab ou t 25, su rrendered after 
the gov ernment “gu aranteed to help 
the hijacker in solv ing his prob lem," 
officials said. 
Au thorities said Morales’ dau ghter 
was kidnaped a few day s ago in Dav ao, 
The Philippines’ second largest city , 
on the sou theastern coast of Mindanao, 
6 0 0 miles sou th of Manila. 
The hijacker seized the plane in the 
final minu tes of a flight from Dav ao to 
Manila. 
It was not immediately clear why 
Morales, a Christian, wanted to go to 
Moslem Lib y a. There was also no 
immediate ex planation of why he told 
police he was angry ov er the alleged 
arrest of a son. 
Police said Morales was armed with 
a .4 5 -calib er pistol, a grenade and 160 
rou nds of ammu nition, and that he 
commandeered the plane b y claiming 
he had hidden a b omb ab oard.

NEW HAVEN (AP) - A Pittsb u rgh 
man, one of 10 men indicted b y a 
federal grand ju ry in the March 
dy namiting of a Shelton factory , will 
change his innocent plea, his defense 
lawy er say s. 
The man, John Shaw, 28, was not 
present Monday in U.S. District Cou rt 
as ju ry selection b egan. He will “enter 
a plea and won’t b e a defendant in this 
case," said attorney William Clen- 
denen. 
The lawy er was not specific ab ou t 
the new plea. All 10 defendants had 
pleaded innocent to arson-related 
federal charges. 
Inv estigators hav e said u nofficially 
that Shaw admitted he helped destroy 
the $10 million Spong Ru b b er Produ cts 
Co. b u ilding March 1. 
On a motion Monday b y the U.S. 
attorney , the ju dge ordered that Shaw 
b e tried separately from the other 
nine. 
Among the remaining defendants 
are Charles Moeller of Cridersv ille, 
Ohio, president of the company ’s 
parent firm, the Rev . Dav id Bu b ar of 
Memphis, Tenn., and sev en Penn­ 
sy lv ania men. 
Bu b ar, who claims to hav e psy chic 
powers, has b een a spiritu al adv iser to 
Moeller and had b een at the factory for 
some time b efore the ex plosion. 
All of the defendants ex cept Moeller 
also hav e b een charged b y the state on 
arson, b u rglary or kidnaping cou nts 
stemming from the fire.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov . 
James A. Rhodes’ chief aide say s the 
administration b eliev es the gov ernor’s 
b u dget v etoes stand despite an attor­ 
ney general’s opinion that they are 
inv alid. 


“The attorney general’s opinion is 
ju st that," ex ecu tiv e assistant Thomas 
J. Moy er said Monday , “the opinion of 
the chief legal officer of the state. It 
does not hav e the force of law." 


Bu t Hou se Speaker Vernal G. Riffe 
Jr., D-89 New Boston, had a different 
interpretation and ex pressed it in 
letters to sev en state administrators 
affected b y the v etoes. 
“I b eliev e any department head 
shou ld follow an attorney general’s 
opinion in the ab sence of contradictory 
ju dicial statements," Riffe wrote. 
Riffe’s statem ent and Moy er’s 
reaction marked the latest episode in a 
ru nning dispu te ov er state fu nding 
b etween the Democratic-controlled 
legislatu re and the Repu b lican gov er- 


nor’s administration. 
Atty . Gen. William J. Brown, a 
Democrat, issu ed a formal opinion 
Sept. 11 after the legislatu re passed 
resolu tions req u esting his adv ice on 20 
of Rhodes’ line-item v etoes in the $10.6 
b illion b u dget. 
Brown said 11 of the v etoes were 
inv alid, in some instances b ecau se 
they “ impose q u alifications and 
conditions on v ariou s appropriations 
which were not v etoed.” 
The v etoed sections will not hav e a 
major fiscal impact regardless of the 
ou tcome of the cu rrent dispu te. Most of 
the langu age in qu estion inv olv ed 
“ legislativ e intent’’ on operating 
procedu res of v ariou s departments. 
Riffe said the 11 v etoes “shou ld b e 
considered inv alid and improper" and 
declared that the prov isions “shou ld 
b e administered as enacted b y the 
General Assemb ly ." 
Moy er said the administration wou ld 
consider the v etoes v alid u ntil they 
were ov erridden b y the legislatu re or 


ov ertu rned in cou rt. 
The General Assemb ly failed in an 
attempt last Ju ly to ov erride Rhodes 
on the b u dget and no cou rt action is 
cu rrently pending.

Nessen said the White Hou se had no 
word on whether two others who were 
inv ited, Gov s. George C. Wallace of 
Alab ama and Marv in Mandell of 
Mary land, wou ld b e present. 
He said fou r gov ernors wou ld not 
attend b ecau se of other commitments. 
They were the gov ernors of New York, 
Pennsy lv ania, Virginia and Sou th 
Carolina. 
Before his schedu led meeting with 
the state ex ecu tiv es, the President is 
slated to field qu estions from par­ 
ticipants in a White Hou se-sponsored 
conference on energy and economic 
policy . 
While in Tennessee, the President 
also will b e interv iewed for a telev ision 
b roadcast.

MANILA, The Philippines (AP) — A 
young,

Filipino 
grieving over the kidnaping of his 4- 
year-old daughter hijacked a jetliner 
today and demanded to be flown to 
Libya, but gave up at Manila airport 
after nearly nine hours without firing a 
shot, authorities said. 
The man, identified as Camilo 
Morales, about 25, surrendered after 
the government “guaranteed to help 
the hijacker in solving his problem,” 
officials said. 
Authorities said Morales’ daughter 
was kidnaped a few days ago in Davao, 
The Philippines’ second largest city, 
on the southeastern coast of Mindanao, 
600 miles south of Manila. 
The hijacker seized the plane in the 
final minutes of a flight from Davao to 
Manila. 
It was not immediately clear why 
Morales, a Christian, wanted to go to 
Moslem Libya. There was also no 
immediate explanation of why he told 
police he was angry over the alleged 
arrest of a son. 
Police said Morales was armed with 
a .45-caliber pistol, a grenade and 160 
rounds of ammunition, and that he 
commandeered the plane by claiming 
he had hidden a bomb aboard. 
Coalcon Sites 
Narrowed 
By Officials 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The list of 
sites being considered for the first 
Coalcon coal conversion plant has been 
reduced by half, Coalcon officials told 
a Senate committee today, according 
to Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va. 
Coalcon spokesman Anthony Faz- 
zari told the Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Interior today that 
the process of site selection has 
eliminated eight of the 16 sites 
originally proposed. 
He would not name specific sites in 
the six states competing for the multi- 
million-dollar development, Byrd said. 
Byrd added, however, that Fazzari 
said two of the sites still being con­ 
sidered are in West Virginia. 
Coalcon is a consortium of com­ 
panies and state governments which is 
planning the energy research and 
development project with federal gov­ 
ernment participation.

use

hydro­ 
carbonization process developed by 
Union Carbide to produce pollution- 
free fuels from coal. 
West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Indiana and Illinois all 
submitted proposed sites for the plant, 
in an effort to capture its employment 
potential and prestige. However, the 
sharpest competition has been be­ 
tween Ohio and West Virginia, which 
nominated sites in four counties. 
Byrd, chairman of the subcommittee 
which must approve appropriations 
for Coalcon, said he hopes Coalcon 
eventually settles on one of the West 
Virginia sites. “The state, in my 
opinion, is the ideal location for such a 
research project,” he said. “I won’t be 
fully satisfied until the list is down to 
one, and that one site is in West Vir­ 
ginia.”

Pickaway County 
Prosecuting 
Attorney Richard L. Gerhardt at­ 
tended a three-day conference in 
Washington, D.C. on the new Child 
Support Enforcement law recently 
enacted by Congress. 
The conference, sponsored by the 
National 
District 
Attorney’s

and review Public Law 93-647 and 94-88 
commonly referred to as the Social 
Services Amendment of 1974. 
Gerhardt explained that under the 
new law a nationwide system is being

to pay child support. 
As part of this national effort, the 
Prosecutor’s office in Pickaway 
County, as well as those in every 
county in Ohio and in the nation, will be 
joining in a cooperative effort to locate 
and enforce child support laws, 
especially in relation to those people 
whose children have been forced to 
seek public assistance on welfare.

Fire fighters said Monday they were 
prepared to return to work, but they 
refused to do so until the 59 dismissed 
men were rehired. 
Wheeler stood by his refusal to 
rehire the men until late Monday 
night, when he said City Manager 
Robert Kipp assured him that the 
move would be something the city 
“could live with” to get the men back 
to work. 
The city has maintained the walkout 
was illegal because state law prohibits 
public employe strikes and because 
the city has a valid work agreement 
with fire fighters until May I, 1976. 
A Jackson County Circuit Court 
hearing on the city’s request for an 
injunction against the strike is 
scheduled for Thursday, but union 
attorney Charles Shafer said today 
that the mayor agreed not to oppose a 
union motion to deny the injunction. 
In an early morning news con­ 
ference announcing the end of the 
walkout, Wheeler stopped short of 
saying a grand jury investigation of 
suspicious fires during the weekend 
would be dropped.

CHICAGO (AP) — A lotion made 
from the female hormone estrogen 
reduces baldness in men when it is 
rubbed into their scalps, according to a 
New York City physician who says he 
has successfully experimented with 
the treatment for the past decade. 
Estrogen cannot be taken by men 
internally without certain undesirable 
side effects, such as enlarged breasts. 
But Dr. Edward M. Settel says when 
estrogen is applied externally, it 
reduces hair fallout in men and 
stimulates hair growth in bald areas. 
Settel reported the results of his 
experimentation in a scientific exhibit 
at the annual meeting of the American 
Academy of Family Physicians this

But 
he said some hair does grow back on 
the heads of men with a hereditary 
condition called pattern baldness. 
He said 45 per cent of American 
males have pattern baldness, caused 
by an oversupply of the male hormone 
androgen. His treatment tries to 
balance the androgen excess with the 
female hormone. 
Estrogen, which does not get into the 
bloodstream when applied in a topical 
cream, is related to growth of hair on 
the scalp, while androgen is re­ 
sponsible for facial and body hair, 
Settel said. 
That’s why balding men may have 
an ample crop of chest hair. 
Setters estrogen cream, which has a 
lanolin base, is massaged nightly into 
areas of the scalp where hair has dis­ 
appeared but which still have living 
follicles. A shampoo designed to 
reduce hair breakage is used three 
times a week. 
He said younger men in his study 
showed a greater increase in growth of 
hair, with 74 per cent in the 17-30 age 
group showing improvement and 47 
per cent showing improvement in the 
51-70 age group.

Te s t Ba by Food 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
veterinarian who says pigs don’t 
deserve their bad reputation has come 
up with a breed of miniature animals 
suitable for testing products from baby 
food to cosmetics. 
They are ideal for research because 
their features resemble human skin, 
heart muscle and skeletal mass, says 
Dr. William J. Clarke of Battelle 
Memorial Institute. 
But until the 19 6 0s they were difficult 
to use for several reasons: they grew 
to 6 00 to 800 pounds, which made them 
difficult to inoculate and expensive to 
keep; they were very cantankerous; 
and the pigs died young, Clarke ex­ 
plained.

peccaries, grayish piglike animals. 
Clarke took the breeding group to 
Battelle’s facility in Richland, Wash., 
•and began developing a blond strain 
better suited for skin research. 
“ Finally, after generations of 
breeding the product, we now have a 
very nice, even-tempered animal,” 
Clarke said. 
The pigs, called Hanford miniatures, 
live an average of 15 years and reach a 
maximum weight of about 190 pounds. 
Clarke said the pigs have a heart about 
the same size as a human’s and a 
similar skeletal mass. 
Until the pig is 18 months old, its skin 
is similar to human skin and can be 
used to test cosmetics and allergic 
reactions to baby food. 
“ The teeth—because they have a 
bite like human beings—can be used 
for dental 
research,” he said. 
Columbus Battelle is using about 30 of 
the animals to see how they metabolize 
drugs. 
Those pigs live in air-conditioned, 
sterilized pens with concrete floors, 
running water and special food. 
“ Pigs are very clean animals if you 
allow them,” Clarke said. “They’ve 
had a very bad press.”

DULUTH, Minn. (AP) - A Duluth 
woman has filed a $500,000 lawsuit 
against the city for negligence in the 
distribution of its drinking water 
supply. 
The suit, filed on behalf of Mrs. 
Raymond C. Tode, said the plaintiff’s 
husband died in August as a result of 
“ disease caused by, or contributed by 
deleterious, foreign and harmful 
substances present in the drinking 
water supply of the city.” 
Tode died Aug. 7, 1975 and an 
autopsy report on his case is still 
pending according to Mrs. Tode’s 
attorney, Gerald J. Brown. 
“ Medical information and con­ 
clusions are not available at this time 
for public release,” said Brown, who 
wouldn’t comment further on the case. 
The head of St. Ixmis County Health 
Department, Dr. Harold Lippink, said 
he has heard of no deaths caused by 
circumstances as stated in the Tode 
lawsuit.

NEW YORK (KFS) - I find it im­ 
mensely sad and distu rb ing to see 
many of the media — and, con­ 
seq u ently , mu ch of the p u b lic — tu rn 
so su ddenly cy nical, almost hostile, 
toward Patty Hearst. 
The nation’s sy mp athy , and its logic, 
seem to hav e b een swep t away in a tide 
of sensationalism. 
Ev en as p sy chiatric testing is u n­ 
derw ay to determ ine how mu ch 
emotional and mental damage has 
b een p erp etrated on Patty b y her 
tortu rers, the p u b lic ap p ears to hav e 
su rmised she mu st b e gu ilty b y 
association. The attitu de of p eop le I 
see is a simp listic, “They ’v e really got 
the goods on her.” 
Patty ’s p arents consistently hav e 
clu ng to the b elief that she is a v ictim 
of sev ere b rainwashing, b u t it is 
sy m p tom atic of ou r dehu m anized 
cu ltu re that the man and woman on the 
street don’t b u y that. Like rep orters, 
they liv e and thriv e on day -b y -day , 
liv e, b reaking news. Therefore, it’s 
b ecome too easy to erase the memory 
of the desp erate, frightened, mu m­ 
b ling v oice of Patty on those early 
tap es — and to zero in on the latest 
damaging b its of ev idence fou nd in her 
ap artm ent, or leaded throu gh cou nter­ 
cu ltu re heroes to cou nter-cu lter 
newsp ap ers. 
I hav e a b ook p u b lished earlier this 
y ear titled ‘‘Amnesty International 
Rep ort on Tortu re” (F arrar, Strau s 
and Girou x ), which might cau se a few 
of the cy nics to b ack u p and reconsider 
the ir g u ilty -till-p rov e n -in n oc e n t 
stance. Comp iled from p ersonal ex ­ 
p eriences of p olitical and military 
v ictims of b rainwashing, the b ook 
describ es what the b ru talization of 
hu mans can do to their p hy sical, 
emotional and p sy chological natu res 
— and how long the effects often en­ 
du re. 
Rememb ering that (according to a 
dep osition b y defense attorney s) Miss 
Hearst was held b ou nd and b lindfolded 
in 
a 
closet 
for 
sev eral 
weeks, 
threatened with death, rep eatedly told 
lies ab ou t her p arents, and p erhap s 
ev en dosed with dru gs — read this: 
According 
to 
ex p ert 
m edical 
ev idence, “Sensory isolation is one 
m ethod of indu cing an artificial 
p sy chosis or ep isode of insanity . We 
know that p eop le who hav e b een 
throu gh su ch an ex p erience do not 
forget it q u ickly and may ex p erience 
sy mp toms of mental distress for 
months or y ears. We know that some 
artificially indu ced p sy choses, for 
instance those p rodu ced b y dru gs like 
LSD or mescaline, hav e in fact p rov ed 
p ermanent; and there is no reason to 
su p p ose that this may not b e a danger 


with p sy choses p rodu ced b y sensory 
d ep riv ation .” P atty H earst was 
su b mitted to isolation and p ossib ily to 
LSD. 
“Ju st as sev ere damage to ou r 
p hy sical sy stem may leav e a scar, so 
may mental stress hav e long term 
seq u elae (cq ),” the b ook continu es. 
“If, du ring the p rocess of tortu re, ou r 
p sy chological defenses are eroded and 
the mental sy stems with which we 
cop e with stress b ecome so ov erloaded 
that they are destroy ed, we may find 
on retu rn to ou r normal env ironment 
that we no longer hav e an adeq u ate 
sy stem 
for cop ing 
with any 
life 
p rob lems . . . In fav orab le su rrou n­ 
dings we may learn anew, b u t the new 
sy stem may b e imp erfect and b ased on 
different v alu es.” Wou ld this analy sis 
help 
ex p lain 
P a tty ’s 
ram b ling, 
disoriented recorded conv ersation 
with her former girl friend in which 
she 
antagonized 
the 
p u b lic 
b y 
gigglingly admitting her p olitics had 
changed, and confu singly (or con­ 
fu sedly ?) siad she wasn’t telling the 
whole* tru th to any one? 
The b ook states that a stu dy of 
b rainwashed POWs in Korea showed 
them to b e ex traordinarily “anx iou s, 
defensiv e, desp ondent, su sp iciou s, 
insecu re. 
Pressed to ex p lain any 
p ossib le discreditab le acts (they had 
committed), they often ex hib it a v ery 
considerab le degree of hesitancy , 
v agu eness, 
p aram nesia 
and 
rationalization. In a word, they b ehav e 
ex actly as one wou ld ex p ect of any 
indiv idu al req u ired to ex p lain and 
defend his b ehav ior — many deter­ 
minants of which he is not aw are.” 
Cou ld this ex p lain Patty ’s ap p arently 
erratic memory ; or loss of it? 
The u ltimate 
analogy to Miss 
H earst’s b ehav ior with the SLA may 
b est b e describ ed in a chap ter on the 
medical and p sy chological asp ects of 
tortu re and b rainwash: 
“Usu ally , social or military con­ 
ditioning b rings ab ou t the req u ired 
dehu manization. Talking of the field 
tortu es he witnessed in Vietnam, an 
American v eteran p u t it this way : ‘It 
wasn’t like they were hu mans. We 
were conditioned to b eliev e this was 
for the good of the nation, the good of 
ou r 
cou ntry , 
and 
(therefore) 
ev ery thing we did was okay . And when 
y ou shot someone y ou didn’t think y ou 
were shooting at a hu man. They were a 
Gook or a Commie and it was okay .’ 
A nother v eteran rep orted, after 
b rainwashing, ‘All the hu manness is 
taken ou t of y ou and y ou dev elop this 
cru st which enab les y ou to su rv iv e . . . 
and if y ou let that p rotectiv e shell 
down, ev en for a second — it’s the 
difference b etween y ou flip p ing ou t or 
managing to make it throu gh.’ ”

Hav e 
y ou giv en any consideration to the 
p ossib ility that y ou either are, or are 
on the way to b ecoming, alcoholics? 
It is amazing how many drinkers 
drink themselv es into ob liv ion. They 
seem to hav e a single p u rp ose, and 
that is to satu rate themselv es so 
comp letely that reality will fade and 
they can slip into a world of fantasy . 
By now y ou and y ou r hu sb and shou ld 
know y ou r own limits for alcohol in­ 
take, b u t y ou ob v iou sly choose to go 
b ey ond those limits. 
You cannot comp ete with the alcohol 
tolerance of other p eop le. Their 


hangov ers, or lack of them, are in no 
way related to the imp ortant fact that 
y ou r alcohol threshold is totally dif­ 
ferent from theirs. 
“Coating” y ou r stomach with oliv e 
oil and all the other nonsensical 
m ethods that are su ggested has 
nothing to do with y ou r b asic p rob lem. 
That is the need to find ou t what 
motiv ates y ou to drink withou t limits.

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NEW YORK (AP) - While officials 
still talk ab ou t containing the imp act 
of a New York City financial defau lt, 
fears of su ch a collap se already hav e 
rip p led throu gh the tax -ex emp t b ond 
m arkets. 
M a s s a c hu s e tts , 
C on n ecticu t, 
California and Oregon are among the 
states that hav e b een forced to p ay 
higher rates b ecau se of inv estor dou b t 
and cau tion arising from New York 
City ’s p light. 
More p rob lems v ery likely lie ahead 
for the rest of this y ear and into 197 5 
b ecau se of the need of hou sing agen­ 
cies in sev eral states to refinance m a­ 
tu ring deb t. Some b ondmen hav e 
dou b ts ab ou t the agencies’ ab ility to do 
so. 
The 
fact 
is 
that the 
so-called 
mu nicip al b ond market is in seriou s 
trou b le, and the limited amou nt of 
financing 
it 
can 
accom m odate 
p rob ab ly will hav e to b e done at record 
high costs. 
In the p ast eight months the ty p ical 
$1,000 state or city b ond has declined in 
m arket v alu e b y nearly $185. That is, 
retail b u y ers of the b onds are willing to 
p ay only $815 for p ap er with a face 
v alu e of $1,000. 
The effect of this is to raise the p rice 
that gov ernments mu st p ay for the 
money they b orrow. As the p rice of a 
b ond declines, the interest costs rise 
relativ ely . 
Early this y ear the av erage p rice 
mu nicip alities p aid for their money 
was 6.32 p er cent, b ased on the Dow 
Jones mu nicip al b ond y ield index . Two 
weeks ago it had risen to 7 .59 p er cent. 
Last week it ju mp ed to 7 .7 8 p er cent. 
At those rates, mu nicip alities might 
find themselv es b u ilding ev en b igger 
p rob lems for the fu tu re, and so many 
of them are likely to b e forced into 
p ostp oning new p rojects. 
That op tion, howev er, isn’t op en to 
those cities, states and agencies whose 
ex isting deb t is coming du e and needs 
to b e refinanced. This is esp ecially 
tru e of state hou sing agencies, which 
m u st refinance hu ndreds of millions of 
dollars within the nex t y ear. 
Some m arket ob serv ers are inclined 
to say the fears are irrational. They 
note that some of the v ery high 
b orrowing charges are b eing attached 
to offerings carry ing top ratings b y the 
rating serv ices. 
If the rating serv ices, which delv e 
deep ly into the financial stru ctu re of 
comp anies and mu nicip alities, declare 
the b onds safe, why shou ldn’t inv estors 
also consider them safe? 
There are sev eral p artial ex ­ 
p lanations, ail of which lead to the 
sam e generalization: a lack of con­ 
fidence. 
The rating serv ices might ju dge the 


sou ndness of b onds b u t they don’t p u t 
their money on them; there’s a b ig 
difference, easily recognized b y any 
inv estors. Inv esting is for real; rating 
is p ap erwork. 
Moreov er, the b ig institu tions that 
p u rchase b onds in q u antity hav e other 
ou tlets for their fu nds, esp ecially if 
they are nontax p ay ing entities. The 
mu nicip al b ond tax -ex emp tion has no 
attra ction to p ension fu nds, for 
ex amp le. 
At the b asis of the relu ctance lies an 
erosion of confidence. While this might 
seem to b e ov erstating the ob v iou s, it 
nev ertheless is worth say ing. Withou t 
confidence there are no m arkets of any 
kind — in serv ices, goods or money .

WASHINGTON (AP) - If y ou r 
golfing and p icnics were often rained 
ou t last su mmer, y ou had lots of 
comp any .

W eather Serv ice meteorologists say 
the strong westerly air flow last 
su mmer sent more than the u su al 
nu mb er of storm sy stems tramp ing 
from Oregon and Washington across 
the b order states and the Great Lake 
States and into Pennsy lv ania, New 
York and sou thern New England. 


Rainfall also was higher than nor­ 
m al throu gh the Sou theast and 
sou thern p lains states — Sou th 
C arolina, 
G eorgia, 
A lab am a, 
M ississip p i, 
L ou isiana, 
Tex as, 
O klahom a, 
A rkansas, 
M issou ri, 
Kansas and eastern Colorado. 


Only in sca tte red regions was 
su mmer rainfall su b stantially b elow 
normal. The northern tip of Maine, 
Vermont and New Hamp shire were 
drier than normal as were narrow 
strip s across sou thern Virginia and 
northern North Carolina into central 
Tennessee 
and 
from sou theastern 
Wy oming throu gh central Neb raska 
into northwestern Missou ri. 
In the Sou thwest, normally sp arse 
p recip itation was slimm er than u su al, 
p artic u la rly in Arizona. O v er-all, 
howev er, areas of low and normal p re­ 
cip itation were sm aller than areas of 
heav y rainfall.

In the decades following the 
birth of the nation, the citizens 
of the infant Republic grew up 
in many ways. New to the 
responsibilities of freedom 
and aware of the weaknesses 
of their newly formed society, 
they 
nevertheless 
were 
confident of the future of the 
free citadel they had erected 
in an age of suppression and 
tyranny. 


They recognized the dangers 
which at times threatened to 
devour them as the dying 
gasps 
of 
Old 
World 
domination. 


As the need for greater 
responsibility 
among 
its 
citizenry grew, so did the need 
for better dissemination of 
public information. In answer 
to 
this 
need, 
the 
first 
successful daily newspaper, 


the Pennsylvania Packet and 
General Advertiser, made its 
debut in Philadelphia Sept. 21, 
1784. From that date, eight 
years after the birth of the 
nation, the daily newspaper 
grew into the most popular 
and dependable m eans of 
keeping informed. 


Primitive 
communications 
and great distances between 
communities resulted in the 
first daily papers being little 
more than chroniclers of news 
from within the town limits. 


Dispatches from other states 
or countries were weeks or 
months old. 
First the telegraph, then the 
wireless, and now the swift 
speed of 
many 
modes 
of 
t r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
a n d 
communication brought with 
them an enlargement of the 
daily newspaper’s coverage. 
Within its pages one will find 
stories from all parts of the 
world next to those concerning 
the activity of his neighbors. 
Processes of maturing never 
cease.

Patty Hearst - In Danger

NEW YORK (KFS) - I find it im­ 
mensely sad and disturbing to see 
many of the media — and, con­ 
sequently, much of the public — turn 
so suddenly cynical, almost hostile, 
toward Patty Hearst. 
The nation's sympathy, and its logic, 
seem to have been swept away in a tide 
of sensationalism. 
Even as psychiatric testing is un­ 
derway to determ ine how much 
emotional and mental damage has 
been perpetrated on Patty by her 
torturers, the public appears to have 
surmised she must be guilty by 
association. The attitude of people I 
see is a simplistic, “They’ve really got 
the goods on her.” 
Patty’s parents consistently have 
clung to the belief that she is a victim 
of severe brainwashing, but it is 
symptomatic of our dehumanized 
culture that the man and woman on the 
street don’t buy that. Like reporters, 
they live and thrive on day-by-day, 
live, breaking news. Therefore, it’s 
become too easy to erase the memory 
of the desperate, frightened, mum­ 
bling voice of Patty on those early 
tapes — and to zero in on the latest 
damaging bits of evidence found in her 
apartment, or leaded through counter­ 
culture heroes to counter-culter 
newspapers. 
I have a book published earlier this 
year titled “Amnesty International 
Report on Torture” (Farrar, Straus 
and Giroux), which might cause a few 
of the cynics to back up and reconsider 
th eir guilty-till-proven-innocent 
stance. Compiled from personal ex­ 
periences of political and military 
victims of brainwashing, the book 
describes what the brutalization of 
humans can do to their physical, 
emotional and psychological natures 
— and how long the effects often en­ 
dure. 
Remembering that (according to a 
deposition by defense attorneys) Miss 
Hearst was held bound and blindfolded 
in 
a 
closet 
for 
several 
weeks, 
threatened with death, repeatedly told 
lies about her parents, and perhaps 
even dosed with drugs — read this: 
According 
to 
expert 
medical 
evidence, “Sensory isolation is one 
method of inducing an artificial 
psychosis or episode of insanity. We 
know that people who have been 
through such an experience do not 
forget it quickly and may experience 
symptoms of mental distress for 
months or years. We know that some 
artificially induced psychoses, for 
instance those produced by drugs like 
USD or mescaline, have in fact proved 
permanent; and there is no reason to 
suppose that this may not be a danger 


with psychoses produced by sensory 
deprivation.” Patty H earst was 
submitted to isolation and possibily to 
LSD. 
“Just as severe damage to our 
physical system may leave a scar, so 
may mental stress have long term 
sequelae (cq),” the book continues. 
“If, during the process of torture, our 
psychological defenses are eroded and 
the mental systems with which we 
cope with stress become so overloaded 
that they are destroyed, we may find 
on return to our normal environment 
that we no longer have an adequate 
system for coping with any life 
problems . . . In favorable surroun­ 
dings we may learn anew, but the new 
system may be imperfect and based on 
different values.” Would this analysis 
help explain 
Patty’s 
rambling, 
disoriented recorded conversation 
with her former girl friend in which 
she antagonized the 
public by 
gigglingly admitting her politics had 
changed, and confusingly (or con­ 
fusedly?) siad she wasn’t telling the 
whole' truth to anyone? 
The book states that a study of 
brainwashed POWS in Korea showed 
them to be extraordinarily “anxious, 
defensive, despondent, suspicious, 
insecure. Pressed to explain any 
possible discreditable acts (they had 
committed), they often exhibit a very 
considerable degree of hesitancy, 
vagueness, 
param nesia 
and 
rationalization. In a word, they behave 
exactly as one would expect of any 
individual required to explain and 
defend his behavior — many deter­ 
minants of which he is not aware.” 
Could this explain Patty’s apparently 
erratic memory; or loss of it? 
The ultimate 
analogy to Miss 
Hearst’s behavior with the SLA may 
best be described in a chapter on the 
medical and psychological aspects of 
torture and brainwash: 
“Usually, social or military con­ 
ditioning brings about the required 
dehumanization. Talking of the field 
tortues he witnessed in Vietnam, an 
American veteran put it this way : ‘It 
wasn’t like they were humans. We 
were conditioned to believe this was 
for the good of the nation, the good of 
our 
country, 
and 
(therefore) 
everything we did was okay. And when 
you shot someone you didn’t think you 
were shooting at a human. They were a 
Gook or a Commie and it was okay.’ 
Another veteran reported, after 
brainwashing, ‘All the humanness is 
taken out of you and you develop this 
crust which enables you to survive .. . 
and if you let that protective shell 
down, even for a second — it’s the 
difference between you flipping out or 
managing to make it through.’ ” 
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Flipped out. Is that much different 
from the phrase spaced out,” which 
Catherine Hearst used to describe her 
daughter in jail? 
I don’t know what the psychiatrists 
now examining Patty will decide about 
her condition. I don’t know any more 
than the rest of the public; and the rest 
of the public doesn’t know any more 
than the media; and the media doesn’t 
know any more than what they are 
writing or airing. But I feel strongly 
that Patty Hearst’s condition deserves 
more understanding than it is 
receiving. 
In this strange 
new 
world of 
terrorism, it may be more comfortable 
(and entertaining?) to accept the 
theory of a rich girl willingly joining 
the forces of violence than to cope with 
the technically complex concept of 
brainwashing. But it is not necessarily 
valid. 
Real McCoy 
A M ystery 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - When 
James E. McCoy died of cancer last 
week, Belinda McCoy asked for the 
veteran’s burial due her ex-Army hus­ 
band. But federal authorities turned 
her down. 
They said McCoy’s death benefits 
were paid eight years ago. And 
McCoy’s burial site in a national 
cemetery has already been used. 
Army officials said a man buried in a 
military grave has the same name, 
Army serial number, social security 
number and dates of service as Mrs. 
McCoy’s dead husband. 
“There apparently is a body already 
buried somewhere,” said Miami 
Beach detective Emery Zerick. “The 
question is, which one’s the real 
McCoy?” 
Mrs. McCoy has refused to comment 
about the situation.

On Saturday 
night, at the club or at home, we really 
set no limits. None of our friends spend

hangovers. 
We enjoy drinking and we want to 
know if we can coat our stomachs with 
something before we start our 
weekend. 
Mr. and Mrs. F. B., Mass. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. B.: 
Yes, indeed, I can make that 
recommendation. You can line your 
stomachs with milk and with soft 
drinks, and stay away from alcohol. 
I’m certain that you consider 
yourselves “social drinkers.” Have 
you given any consideration to the 
possibility that you either are, or are 
on the way to becoming, alcoholics? 
It is amazing how many drinkers 
drink themselves into oblivion. They 
seem to have a single purpose, and 
that is to saturate themselves so 
completely that reality will fade and 
they can slip into a world of fantasy. 
By now you and your husband should 
know your own limits for alcohol in­ 
take, but you obviously choose to go 
beyond those limits. 
You cannot compete with the alcohol 
tolerance of other people. Their 


hangovers, or lack of them, are in no 
way related to the important fact that 
your alcohol threshold is totally dif­ 
ferent from theirs. 
“Coating” your stomach with olive 
oil and all the other nonsensical 
methods that are suggested has 
nothing to do with your basic problem. 
That is the need to find out what 
motivates you to drink without limits. 
Have either of you considered a 
medical examination to find out the 
state of your liver? Sometimes, a 
serious report of chronic liver disease 
brings people sharply to the awareness 
that they are sacrificing their health 
and longevity to chronic alcoholism. 
Now that you have brought your 
problem into the open by writing to 
me, why not continue this honesty and 
bring your problem to the attention of 
your doctor and a psychiatrist?

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NEW YORK (AP) — While officials 
still talk about containing the impact 
of a New York City financial default, 
fears of such a collapse already have 
rippled through the tax-exempt bond 
markets. 
M assach u setts, 
C onnecticut, 
California and Oregon are among the 
states that have been forced to pay 
higher rates because of investor doubt 
and caution arising from New York 
City’s plight. 
More problems very likely lie ahead 
for the rest of this year and into 1975 
because of the need of housing agen­ 
cies in several states to refinance ma­ 
turing debt. Some bondmen have 
doubts about the agencies’ ability to do 
so. 
The fact is that the so-called 
municipal bond market is in serious 
trouble, and the limited amount of 
financing 
it 
can 
accommodate 
probably will have to be done at record 
high costs. 
In the past eight months the typical 
$1,000 state or city bond has declined in 
market value by nearly $185. That is, 
retail buyers of the bonds are willing to 
pay only $815 for paper with a face 
value of $1,000. 
The effect of this is to raise the price 
that governments must pay for the 
money they borrow. As the price of a 
bond declines, the interest costs rise 
relatively. 
Early this year the average price 
municipalities paid for their money 
was 6.32 per cent, based on the Dow 
Jones municipal bond yield index. Two 
weeks ago it had risen to 7.59 per cent. 
Last week it jumped to 7.78 per cent. 
At those rates, municipalities might 
find themselves building even bigger 
problems for the future, and so many 
of them are likely to be forced into 
postponing new projects. 
That option, however, isn’t open to 
those cities, states and agencies whose 
existing debt is coming due and needs 
to be refinanced. This is especially 
true of state housing agencies, which 
must refinance hundreds of millions of 
dollars within the next year. 
Some market observers are inclined 
to say the fears are irrational. They 
note that some of the very high 
borrowing charges are being attached 
to offerings carrying top ratings by the 
rating services. 
If the rating services, which delve 
deeply into the financial structure of 
companies and municipalities, declare 
the bonds safe, why shouldn’t investors 
also consider them safe? 
There are several partial ex­ 
planations, all of which lead to the 
same generalization: a lack of con­ 
fidence. 
The rating services might judge the 


soundness of bonds but they don’t put 
their money on them; there’s a big 
difference, easily recognized by any 
investors. Investing is for real; rating 
is paperwork. 
Moreover, the big institutions that 
purchase bonds in quantity have other 
outlets for their funds, especially if 
they are nontaxpaying entities. The 
municipal bond tax-exemption has no 
attraction to pension funds, for 
example. 
At the basis of the reluctance lies an 
erosion of confidence. While this might 
seem to be overstating the obvious, it 
nevertheless is worth saying. Without 
confidence there are no markets of any 
kind — in services, goods or money.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If your 
golfing and picnics were often rained 
out last summer, you had lots of 
company. The summer of ’75 was a wet 
one for most Americans because of an 
abnormally strong flow of air from the 
Pacific Ocean across the northern 
United States and southern Canada. 
And thanks to Hurricane Eloise, the 
fall of ’75 already is shaping up as a 
wet one for the northeast United 
States. 


Weather Service meteorologists say 
the strong westerly air flow last 
summer sent more than the usual 
number of storm systems tramping 
from Oregon and Washington across 
the border states and the Great Lake 
States and into Pennsylvania, New

DUBON, Ireland (AP) — The 
family of kidnaped Dutch industrialist 
Tiede Herrema was reported waiting 
today for a telephone call from his cap­ 
tors seeking to make a new deal for his 
release. 
Dutch Embassy sources said a 
member of the gang that kidnaped 
Herrema Friday telephoned his son, 
Jelle, at the Embassy Monday and 
quoted a “pet family nickname” that 
could only have been known to the 
abducted businessman. 
The kidnapers had demanded the 
release of three Irish Republican 
Army prisoners — Rose Dugdale, 
Kevin Mallon and Jim Hyland — by 
Sunday 
or 
Herrema 
would

executed. The Irish government 
refused and the deadline passed 
without word on Herrema’s fate. 
The informants said young Herrema 
asked the caller Monday whether the 
kidnapers wanted ransom and he was 
told, “It’s not a matter of money.” The 
sources said the caller promised to 
telephone Jelle at the embassy again 
today. 
The London Daily Mail quoted 26- 
year-old Jelle as saying, “I’m con­ 
fident my father is alive, well and in 
good health. 
“I know in what part of Ireland my 
father is being kept.

To Make Lids 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — Owens- 
Illinois Inc. will return next year to the 
home canning market it virtually left 
during World War II, it was announced 
Monday. 
Owens-Illinois said it would offer a 
canning package system to include an 
advanced lid design and metal-plastic 
rings to fit regular-sized glass pint and 
quart canning jars. 
H. Kevin Hepp, vice president of O-I, 
said the new line of products will be 
marketed under the trade names 
“Magic Button” mason caps and 
“Magic Mason” jars. 
Hepp said the new lids have a 
vacuum detection device similar to 
baby food caps which lets the home 
canner know when a vacuum is 
present. The metal lid snaps down to 
assure a vacuum seal on the jar, and 
pops up when the seal is broken. 
The firm said the package includes 
the traditional metal ring and a 
colored plastic ring which Hepp said is 
longer lasting. The firm tested the 
products in 19 retail stores in three 
Midwestern states this year. 
Hepp said the company is com­ 
pleting development of a one-piece cap 
which will also be introduced next year 
if the testing program is successful. 
Owens-Illinois is the world’s largest 
producer of glass containers. It left the 
home canning market field in the early 
1940s. Ball and Kerr are the big 
household names in the market, 
controlling 75 per cent of it. 
Although it got out of the field, O-I’s 
glass division continued to make some 
pint and quart mason jars.

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W ashington Gets Soil Analysis 


WASHINGTON (A P) —- Scientists 
plugged some holes in the White House 
lawn last week, completing an 18- 
month soil mapping project in which 
the District of Columbia became the 
first large city to have a complete 
earth analysis of its very own. 
The project was described in a 
current issue of “ Soil Conservation” 
published today by the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service, an agency of the 
Agriculture 
Department. 
However, 
the White House involvement was not 
mentioned since the article went to 
press before the survey was com­ 
pleted. 
Anne Zack, who wrote the article, 
said it had been hoped that a brief 
ceremony marking the “ last acre” of 
mapping could have been held at the 
White House. But this was canceled, 
presumably because of recent security 
around President Ford. 
The U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
has been analyzing soil samples and- 
making maps showing what they are 
since the turn of the century. About 56 
per cent of the country’s land area has 
been tested and mapped, and SCS 
hopes to finish the job by 1998. 


Partial soil mapping has been done 
in many cities or else they have been 
included in larger areas for study, 
Miss Zack told a reporter. But the 69 
square miles of the District of Colum­ 
bia — 44,160 acres — are the first 
representing a large city to be mapped 
in detail according to types of soil and 
their deficiencies. 
The project was bom almost seven 
years 
ago 
when 
students 
at 
an 
elementary school found that they 
needed soil survey information to plan 
an ecology project. The National Park 
Service later asked USDA to come up 
with detailed information, leading to 
the full-scale project. 
If a detailed survey had been made 
long ago, it could have led to some 
different scenes for tourists around 
Washington, D.C., officials said. 
For example, the Japanese cherry 
trees first planted along the Tidal 
Basin in 1912 might have been put 
elsewhere. A soil survey ‘‘would have 
shown that the water table there is too 
high for the trees” and other sites 
might have been chosen or else their 
present location changed in some way 
so that the trees could grow better.

But spokesmen for the artillery unit 
said RA L IJS doesn’t want civil war, 
and two soldiers on the guardhouse 
rooftop held a large red banner declar­ 
ing, “ No to Civil W ar.” 
Meanwhile a letter made available 
to reporters today recounted how a 
RA L IJS major last Friday challenged 
another officer to a duel with pistols to 
stop the transfer of 3,000 automatic 
rifles from a m ilitary arsenal to a unit 
loyal to the government. 
The writer, Maj. Mario Vargas

Washington Gets Soil Analysis 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Scientists 
plugged some holes in the White House 
lawn last week, completing an 18- 
month soil mapping project in which 
the District of Columbia became the 
first large city to have a complete 
earth analysis of its very own. 
The project was described in a 
current issue of “Soil Conservation” 
published today by the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service, an agency of the 
Agriculture Department. However, 
the White House involvement was not 
mentioned since the article went to 
press before the survey was com­ 
pleted. 
Anne Zack, who wrote the article, 
said it had been hoped that a brief 
ceremony marking the “last acre” of 
mapping could have been held at the 
White House. But this was canceled, 
presumably because of recent security 
around President Ford. 
The U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
has been analyzing soil samples and- 
making maps showing what they are 
since the turn of the century. About 56 
per cent of the country’s land area has 
been tested and mapped, and SCS 
hopes to finish the job by 1998. 


Partial soil mapping has been done 
in many cities or else they have been 
included in larger areas for study, 
Miss Zack told a reporter. But the 69 
square miles of the District of Colum­ 
bia — 44,160 acres — are the first 
representing a large city to be mapped 
in detail according to types of soil and 
their deficiencies. 
The project was bom almost seven 
years ago when students at an 
elementary school found that they 
needed soil survey information to plan 
an ecology project. The National Park 
Service later asked USDA to come up 
with detailed information, leading to 
the full-scale project. 
If a detailed survey had been made 
long ago, it could have led to some 
different scenes for tourists around 
Washington, D.C., officials said. 
For example, the Japanese cherry 
trees first planted along the Tidal 
Basin in 1912 might have been put 
elsewhere. A soil survey “would have 
shown that the water table there is too 
high for the trees” and other sites 
might have been chosen or else their 
present location changed in some way 
so that the trees could grow better.

LISBON, Portugal (AP) — Radical 
soldiers of a rebellious artillery unit 
rejected President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes’ call for military discipline and 
declared they will use their guns to 
protect 
Portugal’s 
“oppressed 
classes.” 
Soldiers of the 1st Light Artillery 
Regiment (RALLIS), stationed on the 
outskirts of the capital, were cheered 
by a Communist-led crowd of several 
thousand when a soldier climbed on a 
guardhouse rooftop Monday and 
shouted: 
“We have voted to be always on the 
side of the people. We are ready to use 
our arms to protect the oppressed 
classes.” 
But spokesmen for the artillery unit 
said RALIJS doesn’t want civil war, 
and two soldiers on the guardhouse 
rooftop held a large red banner declar­ 
ing, “No to Civil War.” 
Meanwhile a letter made available 
to reporters today recounted how a 
RALLIS major last Friday challenged 
another officer to a duel with pistols to 
stop the transfer of 3,000 automatic 
rifles from a military arsenal to a unit 
loyal to the government. 
The writer, Maj. Mario Vargas 
Cardoso, said the weapons were not 
transferred, not because of the 
threatened duel but because he feared 
armed intervention from RALLIS 
troops. 
The letter highlighted the collapsing 
discipline within the Portuguese ar­ 
med forces and the dangerous political 
polarization that has put opposing 
parts of the army on a civil war 
footing. 
It also underscored how carefully 
each side was keeping count of arms 
which could be used in a confrontation.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) —■ A 
Wisconsin man who was to have been 
hanged today for killing three fellow 
Americans here “had trouble under­ 
standing the news” and “just shrugged 
his shoulders” when he was told the 
execution had been postponed, a U.S. 
official said. 
A. Stephen Vitale, U.S. consul in 
Nassau, said he told Michiah Shobek, 
22, late Monday that Bahamian of­ 
ficials had 
accepted 
the 
U.S. 
Embassy’s lastminute request for a 
review of the death sentence. 
“He looked stunned and a little 
gi'bggy,” Vitale said. “I had to repeat 
what I said, that the appeal had been 
accepted and he wouldn’t be executed 
Tuesday.” 


Bahamian 
spokesman 
Cyril 
Stevenson said the llth-hour reprieve 
was granted by Darrell Rolle, 
Bahamian minister of home affairs, 
after a law firm hired by U.S. officials 
applied for an appeal. 
Stevenson said the application stated 
that important information had not 
been heard by the court which earlier 
ruled against a life sentence for 
Shobek, making the death penalty 
automatic. 
Shobek’s lawyer at the time of the 
hearing withdrew evidence of insanity 
when the court ruled it contained 
errors, the application said. And it said 
Shobek had sustained brain damage as 
the result of a viral infection he suf­ 
fered as an infant. 
The court that will hear the appeal is 
not scheduled to meet for 30 days, but 
Stevenson said it might convene 
sooner because “this is a temporary 
respite. In cases like this, they usually 
try to hurry it up.” 
Shobek, son of a Milwaukee school 
system charwoman, pleaded guilty to 
killing Irwin Borstein, a New York 
accountant whose body was found on a 
remote beach. He also admitted killing 
Paul Howell of Massillon, Ohio, and 
Katie Smith, 17, of Detroit. 
At his trial, Shobek said he was 
ordered by “my father, God” to slay 
the three, whom he described as 
“angels of Lucifer.” 
Shobek’s mother, Juanita Spencer, 
had asked officials in the United States 


to intervene in her son’s behalf. After 
learning of the reprieve, she said from 
her home on Monday, “I thank God. I 
thank all the people who helped me. 
This gives me hope.”

3 and 6 -1. 
They pounded the ball at a 348 clip, 
allowed just 13 Pirate hits, and stole 10 
bases in 10 tries. J oe Morg an’s four 
steals and the Reds’ team total are 
already records for a leag ue play off. 
The Pirates, leag ue leaders in home 
runs, hav e y et to hit one in the play offs. 
They ’re batting .203 as a team, and 
none of their pitchers has lasted more 
than four inning s. 
“ We ex pect that to chang e here," 
Manag er Danny 
Murtaug h said 
Monday from his rocking chair, 
A reporter asked him what was so 
special about play ing at home. Can 
Babushka Power make that much of a 
diffence9 
“ I’m stretching that because we did 
horse manure out there," said Mur­ 
taug h.

Teal Hunting 
Proves Perfect

Mosquitoes weren’t the only thing s 
wing ing throug h the marsh on a recent 
fog g y morning but they were far and 
away the most plentiful. 
Three of us lathered ourselv es with 
insect repellent and set off in a shallow 
draft punt boat for a day of teal 
shooting in a priv ate marsh on Lake 
Erie’s south shore. 
Rog er 
Lorensen, 
a 
long time 
waterfowler in the marshes, and I 
were g uests of Henry Schmidt, former 
national president of Ducks Unlimited 
who retired this y ear after 20 y ears as 
president of the prestig ious Ottawa 
Shooting Qub on Sandusky Bay . 
For a confirmed waterfowling ad­ 
dict, it was to be a perfect day . 
The weather was almost perfectly 
miserable. Heav y fog seeped from the 
sky , a warm rain pelted us periodically 
and the pesky mosquitoes hov ered 
ov er us in clouds. 
Fortuna tely , so did the ducks. 
Hundreds of mallards, blacks and teal 
flushed from the drainag e ditches and 
cattails on either side of us as we 
motored the short distance into the 
marsh. 
Thousands of assorted waterfowl 
wheeled ov erhead throug hout the two 
hours it took to bag limits of four teal 
each. 
The unusually heav y preseason 
flig ht was confirmed by Karl Bed- 
narik, waterfowl biolog ist with the 
Wildlife Div ision, who reported seeing 
“ more birds this y ear than ev er be­ 
fore” in his nearly 25 y ears on the 
scene. 
Statewide, howev er, hunter success 
was “ spotty ” during the special teal 
season Sept. 12-20, Bednarik said. 
Throug hout the Mississippi Fly way , 
which includes Ohio, forecasts are for 
a 5 per cent to 8 per cent increase in 
flig ht ducks. 
That does not automatically tran­ 
slate into prospects for better shooting 
across the Buckey e state. Weather, 
more than 
waterfowl 
populations, 
determines that. 
The Oct. 22 waterfowl opening date 
is a week later this y ear than last. All 
thing s being normal—which is rarely 
the case—the 19 75 opener should g iv e 
southern Ohio hunters better shooting 
inasmuch as seasonal chang es are 
about a week later there than in nor­ 


thern areas of the state. The same 
potential adv antag e can be seen in the 
ex tra two day s of the split season 
beg inning Dec. 31. 
But Mother Nature makes the final 
decisions. If the heav y Aug ust flig ht 
mov es throug h early , shooting in 
October and Nov ember could suffer. 
An early freeze could send mig rating 
ducks south far ahead of the normal 
schedule. 
A prolong ed warm spell, on the other 
hand, could hold waterfowl in Canada 
and the northern U.S. prairies later 
and prov ide Ohioans with g ood hun­ 
ting .

Reds Seek To Wrap Up NL 
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PITTSBURGH (AP) — The Cin­ 
cinnati Reds can clinch their third 
National League title of this decade 
here tonight and take another step 
toward the World Scries triumph that 
has eluded them for 35 years. 
“World Series? I’ll think about that 
if we get there,” Reds’ Manager 
Sparky Anderson said as he awaited 
the third and perhaps final game with 
Pittsburgh. 
The Reds, who’ll pitch Gary Nolan 
against Pirate rookie John Candelaria, 
dominated two games in Cincinnati, 8- 
3 and 6-1. 
They pounded the ball at a .348 clip, 
allowed just 13 Pirate hits, and stole IO 
bases in IO tries. Joe Morgan’s four 
steals and the Reds’ team total are 
already records for a league playoff. 
The Pirates, league leaders in home 
runs, have yet to hit one in the playoffs. 
They’re batting .203 as a team, and 
none of their pitchers has lasted more 
than four innings. 
“We expect that to change here,” 
Manager Danny 
Murtaugh said 
Monday from his rocking chair, 
A reporter asked him what was so 
special about playing at home. Can 
Babushka Power make that much of a 
diffence? 
“I’m stretching that because we did 
horse manure out there,” said Mur­ 
taugh. 
“Give me another excuse and ITI use 
it too. We’re running out of excuses 
and time.” 
Cincinnati won its last World Series 
in 1940. That was seven years before 
Reds’ catcher Johnny Bench was bom. 
“The series is the goal of every 
team, but there’s no way we can look 
past the Pirates,” said Bench, one of 
the few Reds without a hot bat. He has 
one hit so far in the playoffs. 
The Reds lost to the Yankees in the 
1961 World Series, and they were 
disappointed by Baltimore in 1970 and 
Oakland in 1972. 


‘We’ve never gone into the playoffs 
with a team as good as this one,” said 
Pete Rose of the Reds. 
“If we continue to play as well as we 
have, we’ll be in pretty good shape,” 
conceded Anderson. 
Anderson admits he’s tightly wound. 
At age 41, he has white hair and 
stomach ulcers. 
“I’m always nervous. I think you 
have to be nervous to perform,” he 
said. “Take Frank Sinatra or any 
performer. To go out there and do a 
job, you have to be ready, your nerves 
have to feel it.” 
Danny Murtaugh takes a different 
approach. His team was one defeat 
away from extinction Monday, but he 
rocked placidly in his office. 
“I try to take things in stride. I’ve 
always tried to encourage my players 
to do the same,” said Murtaugh. 
“There are ups and downs in 
baseball,” he added. “Right now, 
Cincinnati is up, but I don’t expect 
them to stay there.” 
Murtaugh 
remained 
mum 
on 
whether he planned any lineup 
changes, including a shift from Manny 
Sanguillen to Duffy Dyer behind the 
plate in a bid to stop the Cincinnati 
running. 
“Right now, I haven’t made any 
decision on what I will do,” said 
Murtaugh. 
Morgan of the Reds absolved 
Sanguillen and said it makes no dif­ 
ference to him who catches. 
“We’re stealing off their pitchers,” 
Morgan said. “With me, once I get that 
lead and take off, no catcher is going to 
throw me out.” 
The Pirates were joking that 
perhaps even their locker room 
valuables aren’t safe from Morgan. 
“Cincinnati has stolen bases all 
year,” said Sanguillen. “I am not 
embarassed. I just wish I had a can­ 
non.”

Teal Hunting 
Proves Perfect

Mosquitoes weren’t the only things 
winging through the marsh on a recent 
foggy morning but they were far and 
away the most plentiful. 
Three of us lathered ourselves with 
insect repellent and set off in a shallow 
draft punt boat for a day of teal 
shooting in a private marsh on I^ake 
Erie’s south shore. 
Roger 
Lorensen, 
a 
longtime 
waterfowler in the marshes, and I 
were guests of Henry Schmidt, former 
national president of Ducks Unlimited 
who retired this year after 20 years as 
president of the prestigious Ottawa 
Shooting Club on Sandusky Bay. 
For a confirmed waterfowling ad­ 
dict, it was to be a perfect day. 
The weather was almost perfectly 
miserable. Heavy fog seeped from the 
sky, a warm rain pelted us periodically 
and the pesky mosquitoes hovered 
over us in clouds. 
Fortunately, so did the ducks. 
Hundreds of mallards, blacks and teal 
flushed from the drainage ditches and 
cattails on either side of us as we 
motored the short distance into the 
marsh. 
Thousands of assorted waterfowl 
wheeled overhead throughout the two 
hours it took to bag limits of four teal 
each. 
The unusually heavy preseason 
flight was confirmed by Karl Bed- 
narik, waterfowl biologist with the 
Wildlife Division, who reported seeing 
“more birds this year than ever be­ 
fore” in his nearly 25 years on the 
scene. 
Statewide, however, hunter success 
was “spotty” during the special teal 
season Sept. 12-20, Bednarik said. 
Throughout the Mississippi Flyway, 
which includes Ohio, forecasts are for 
a 5 per cent to 8 per cent increase in 
flight ducks. 
That does not automatically tran­ 
slate into prospects for better shooting 
across the Buckeye state. Weather, 
more than 
waterfowl populations, 
determines that. 
The Oct. 22 waterfowl opening date 
is a week later this year than last. All 
things being normal—which is rarely 
the case—the 1975 opener should give 
southern Ohio hunters better shooting 
inasmuch as seasonal changes are 
about a week later there than in nor­ 


thern areas of the state. The same 
potential advantage can be seen in the 
extra two days of the split season 
beginning Dec. 31. 
But Mother Nature makes the final 
decisions. If the heavy August flight 
moves through early, shooting in 
October and November could suffer. 
An early freeze could send migrating 
ducks south far ahead of the normal 
schedule. 
A prolonged warm spell, on the other 
hand, could hold waterfowl in Canada 
and the northern U.S. prairies later 
and provide Ohioans with good hun­ 
ting.

Pickaway County residents. The PCW 
will accept anyone from Pickaway 
County who needs this type of personal 
training, training on how to stay with a 
job until it is finished. It also trains a 
person to be punctual and dedicated to 
a job. 
Quality control is stressed at the 
workshop with nothing leaving the 
shop that is not of top quality. 
The Pickaway County Workshop is 
only a phase of a seven-part program 


headed by the Mental Retardation 
Program Board. The MRP is funded 
by a levy with board members ap­ 
pointed by the county commissioners. 
A non-profit organization, the 
workshop is a sheltered employer and 
rehabilitation center which will enable 
the employes to work in outside jobs. 
However, some employes will remain 
at the workshop. 
Monies received through contracts 
or from ceramics sold goes to the 
client or workers in the workshop. 
None of the money goes for the 
salaries, 
building maintenance or 
utilities. 
The county levy and state subsidies 
provide for the salaries and main­ 
tenance of the building. 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — Richard 
Harris, who walked more than 1,000 
miles last fall in an unsuccessful 
campaign for state treasurer, has 
confirmed that he submitted a 
physician’s report to the Ohio 
Industrial Commission last year 
saying he had difficulty standing and 
was unable to walk great distances. 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer said 
today that Harris asked for and 
received an increase in his 20 per cent 
workmen’s compensation disability 
claim as a result of the physician’s 
report. 
The physician’s recommendation 
came five months before Harris 
started his walking campaign, and the 
application was approved by the OIC 
16 days after the November election, 
the Plain Dealer said. 
Harris, a former Bureau of Work­ 
m en’s Compensation official who 
works for a Toledo law firm, lost the 
election. 
Harris previously was paid $2,240 in 
compensation for the back injury he 
sustained while working for the state 
in 1971, and the new claim increased 
his payment by $1,120 to $3,360, the 
Plain Dealer said. 
The newspaper said the increase 
was granted despite a report by a 
chiropractor, Dr. D.M. Cramer of 
Wauseon, who examined Harris the 
day after the injury and reported in his 
bill to the state that Harris had no 
disability. 
The report on which the increased 
payment was based was prepared by 
Dr. Nicholas R.DeFronzo of Toledo, 
who since has been indicted by the 
Lucas County grand jury on six counts 
of

physical 
examination reports for insurance 
companies. 
Harris said he knew the medical 
report was incorrect, but said he had a 
legitimate injury and felt “that I was 
entitled to an increase, so I filed for 
i t ”

See Patient Abuse 
At Hawthornden 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Instances of 
patient beatings at Hawthornden State 
Hospital, sexual relations involving a 
woman patient and a union official at 
the institution and threats to nurses— 
these were among details revealed in a 
State Highway Patrol report of its 
investigation at the institution. 
An edited version of the report 
released Monday accused some 
psychiatric aides at Hawthornden 
State Hospital of abusing patients and 
conspiring to cover up such acts. It 
also said some physicians were un­ 
cooperative when questioned by in­ 
vestigators. 
The report was released by the Ohio 
Department of Mental Health and 
Retardation. 
Some portions of the report were 
deleted at the request of Summit 
County Prosecutor Stephan Gabalac, 
who said he feared public disclosure 
might jeopardize his case. 
The patrol investigators said when 
some physicians were asked to explain 
a specific incident or injury they would 
“speak in only the most vague and 
most general terms and refused to be 
pinned down to specifics. 
“Some of their attitudes could be 


described as flippant and some of them 
uncooperative,” the report said, add­ 
ing that “no physicians came forward 
to offer any type of information to 
assist in the investigation.” 


The report said it was found “that 
incidents of patient abuse and cruelty 
frequently occur” and that psychiatric 
aides “are not only responsible for 
these acts but also conspire to cover 
them up.” 


The report described instances of 
patient beatings and said certain 
nurses had been threatened if they 
tried to do something about problems 
at Hawthornden. 
Some nurses resigned because of the 
threats, the report said. 
Mental Health and Retardation 
Director Timothy Moritz made the 
report public and said State Rep. 
Robert Jasculski, D-ll Garfield 
Heights, has been asked to head hear­ 
ings aimed at finding the “underlying 
causes” of conditions at Hawthornden. 
Jasculski said he would confer with 
the state attorney general’s office to 
make sure his hearings would not 
conflict with the Highway Patrol’s 
investigation.

New ball 
return and racks were added in 1974 
and new 82-70 AMF solid state pin­ 
spotters in 1975, a necessary asset to 
aid the occasional and league bowler to 
enjoy a smoother and undisturbed 
bowling game. 
There were only 4 leagues organized 
when the establishment was pur­ 
chased in 1954, but that, too, has 
changed. Circle D now operates 27 
leagues, including leagues for men, 
women, youth and senior citizens.

One hundred-sixty

lockers were installed in 1971 for a 
total of 200 bowling lockers. 
Free instructions are available for 
beginning bowlers, but Dietrich has 
added a new video tape recorder which 
can be used at a minimal charge for 15 
minutes. It enables the bowler to see 
himself bowling and how or where he 
can improve. 
It wasn’t until 1964 that Dietrich 
added five billiard tables. A room used 
for storage was remodeled and 
designated as the “ Billiard Parlor.” 
While there is plenty of time open for 
the casual pool shark, Circle D has 
formed two billiard leagues. A G E 
plant league only on Mondays and an 
open league on Tuesday nights. 
lo rry's wife, Penny, manages the 
skatmg facility. Skating area includes 
a 120-foot by 60-foot floor for the en­ 
thusiast, a large spectator or skate 
change room and skate rental. 
The rink is open Fridays for young 
people age 14 and under and Saturday 
for all ages.

College Uses 
Hom e Talent 


WILMINGTON, Ohio) - 
Bill Ramseyer, Wilmington 
College’s football coach, 
believes in area-produced 
talent. 
Of 37 freshmen he recruited 
this season, 28 are from 
southwestern Ohio, close to 
the small Hoosier-Buckeye 
Conference school. Of 87 
varsity candidates, 34 were 
from greater Cincinnati and 
21 from the Dayton area. 
Ramseyer believes talent 
abounds in the area near the 
Quakers and thinks today’s 
young athlete would prefer to 
stay in the area. 
“I think many kids want to 
stay closer to home and 
play,” he said. “We’re only 35 
miles from Dayton, 55 miles 
from Cincinnati. That puts us 
in a good location. 
“We have super facilities 
for a small college,” he 
continued, “and some ap­ 
pealing academic programs 
some other schools don’t 
have.” 
Ramseyer also believes his 
school’s level of competition, 
requiring less skill and not 
filled with big time pressure, 
appeals to area scholastic 
standouts. 
“We recruit exclusively in 
southwestern Ohio. We feel 
the more people you get to 
know and know about your 
school the better chance you 
have of getting players,” he 
said. 
“I think high school seniors 
are coming out of school with 
a more realistic attitude 
about playing college football 
and where they can play. A 
lot of kids feel they can play 
on the small college level 
where they wouldn’t make it 
at a bigger school.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Want 
to be on the laugh track in 
“Barney Miller” or tell the 
neighbors it’s your “ooh” 
they heard on “Gambit”? No 
problem. Networks need and 
welcome live audiences for 39 
shows now on the air. 
And they say you’ll find it 
easy in most cases to get free 
tickets for the 17 daytime 
game shows and 22 nighttime 
situation comedies or variety 
shows currently appearing on 
CBS, NBC and ABC. 
But you’ll have to visit Los 
Angeles to see most of them 
personally. 
Only two now come from 
New York, both on ABC. 
They’re 
the 
“ $10,000 
Pyramid,” an easy ticket, 
and Howard Cosell’s live 
variety show, which ABC 
calls a “hot-ticket” program, 
meaning ducats are scarce. 
In Los Angeles, CBS has 12 
nighttime programs and five 
daytime game shows taped 
before live audiences. In 
those respective categories, 
the count at NBC is five and 
six, while ifs four and five at 
ABC. 
Aside from the fans who 
write in for tickets to their fa­ 
vorite shows, is it getting 
tougher for networks to find 
audiences for the programs 


there’s little difficulty getting 
tickets for new nighttime 
programs which haven’t hit 
the air yet or only have been 
on TV for a week or two. 
Network officials say that 
these usually are the hardest 
shows for which to drum up 
an audience. The drumming 
is done in a variety of ways — 
at the networks’ ticket of­ 
fices, through tickets sup­ 
plied to hotels and by inviting 
area civic groups to the 
shows. 
CBS and ABC each say that 
in a pinch they also send ush­ 
ers bearing tickets to places 
like the Farmer’s Market or 
the Hollywood Bowl in hope of 
finding folks interested in 
joining the studio audience. 
NBC says its pages aren’t 
dispatched on such chores, 
but when there’s a possible 
audience shortage it hires 
independent 
ticket-dispen- 
sers to go forth and pull in a 
crowd or two. 
Joe DiSante, ABC’s guest 
relations manager in Los 
Angeles, says “Let’s Make a 
Deal” is so popular no over- 
the-counter tickets can be had 
for it. You have to write for 
them weeks in advance.

A proposal for basic and expanded 
health 
screening 
services 
for 
Pickaway County schools on a con­ 
tractual basis was presented Monday 
at a meeting between members of the 
County Board of Health, school board 
members and administrators. 
An implementation date of Sep­ 
tember, 1976, was placed on the 
proposal, although the actual dollars 
and cents of the plan was not fixed or 
estimated. 
Members of the various boards of 
education in the county apparently 
needed time to discuss the proposal 
and its alternatives. However, no 
further meetings have been set be­ 
tween the groups. 
The Board of Health proposal calls 
for its continued performance of 
services to the schools and ad­ 
ministration of the work. However, the 
additional funds would allow for 
revamping of the present services to 
include the maintenance of all school 
health records and expansion of 
screenings of immunization, vision, 
hearing, mobility, and health coun­ 
seling. 
Currently, the board provides 
rudementary services and some 
screenings for children in grades K 
through 6 at all 15 county school 
locations at no charge to the schools. 
The proposed expansion of services 
would require nurse teams of health 
nurses and secretaries to visit each 
location on a rotating basis. A roughed- 
out sketch of the schedule 
was 
presented at the meeting. 
An alternative would be to have a 
health nurse in each school building. 
However, 
that 
plan 
would 
be 
prohibitive by its high cost. 
If a plan is not implemented, the 
Board may be forced to drastically 
reduce its services to the schools. Time 
involved and monetary limitations 
were cited. 
Under the plan, each school district 
would enter into a contract with the 


Board of Health for the services. Cost 
would be on a per pupil basis to make it 
equitable. 
Present at the meeting Monday were 
all of the Health Board members, 
Superintendent of County Schools 
Edward Martin, and representatives 
from the Teays Valley and Westfall 
Districts. 
The plan would also affect Lagan 
Elm district students.
